nec ounter-Projett of this Treaty, made 
here at London, was bad enough in all Con- 
ſcience: I have faid ſomething: of it in the 
Preface : Her Majeſty's Miniſters were inſtru- 
Qed to proceed by it in their Negotiation. . 
There was one Point in that Projett Which 
would have been of Conſequence to Britain, 
and one or two more, where the Advantages 
of the States were not ſo very exorbitant, and 
where ſome Care was taken of the Houſe of 
Auſtria. Is it poſſible that pur good Allies and 
Friends could not be brought to any Terms 
with us, unleſs by ſtriking out every Parti- 
cular that might do Us any good, a adding 
{till more to Them, where ſo much was al- 
ready granted? For inſtance, the Article about 
demoliſhiug of Duntirt, ſurely might: have

remained, which Was of ſome to the 
States, as well as of mighty Advantage to Us, 
and which the French King has lately yielded 


in one of his Preliminaries, tho? with 
the Demand of an Equivalent, which will 
owe its difficulty only to this Treaty. 


But let me now. conſider the Treaty it ſelf: 
Among the one and twenty Articles of which 
it conſiſts, only two have any relation to Us, 
importing that the Dutch are to be Guaran- 
tees of our Succeſſion, and are not to enter 
into any Treaty till the Queen is acknows 
ledged by France. We know very well, 
that it is in Conſequence the Intereſt of 
the States, as much as ours, that Britain 
ſhould be governed by a Proteſtant Prince. 
Beſides, what is there more in this Guarantee, 
than in all common Leagyes Offenſive and De- 
fenſive between two Powers, where each is 
obliged to defend the other againſt any In- 
vader with all their Strength? Such was the 
Grand Alliance between the Emperor, Britain 
and Halland, which was, or ought to have 

as good a Guarantee of our Succeſſion, 
to all Intents and Purpoſes, as this in the Bar 
rier· Treaty; and the mutual Engagements it 
ſuch Alliances have been always reckoned ſuf 
ficient, without any ſeparate Benefit to eithe; 
It is, no doubt, for the Intereſt of Britain 
that the States ſhould have a ſufficient Barriei 
againſt France: But their High Mightinefſes

Meaning upon the word Barrier, from what 


it formerly uſed to bear, wh lied to Them. 
When the late King was Prince of Orange, and 
ꝛommanded their Armies againſt France, it 
was never once imagined that any of the 
Towns taken, ſhould belong to the Durch; 
hey were all immediately delivered up to their 
awful Monarch; and Flanderswas only a Bar- 
ier to Holland, as it was in the Hands of 
„pain rather than France. So in the Grand 


Alliance of 1701, the ſeveral Powers promi- 
ing to endeavour to recover Flanders for a 
&rrter, was underſtood to be the recovering 
hoſe Provinces to the King of Spain: But in 
his Treaty, the Style is wholly changed: 
lere are about twenty Towns and Forts of 
reat Importance, with their Chatellanies and 
pres (which Dependencies are like- 
rile to be enlarged as much as poſſible) and 
1e whole Revenues of them, to be under the 
erpetual Military Government of the Datch, 
y which that Republick will be entirely Ma- 
ers of the richeſt Part of all Hlauders. Ant 
pon any Appearance of War, they may put 
ieir Garriſons into any other Place of the 
en-Countries; and further, the King of Spain 
o give them a Revenue of four hundred 
wufand Crowns a Lear, to enable them to 
aintain thoſe Garriſons. 1716 
{ Why ſhould we wonder, that the Datch are 
il clined to perpetuate the War, when, by an 
:ticle in this Treaty, the King of Spain is 
to poſſeſs one ſingle Town in the Low-Coun-

tries, till a Peace is made. The Duke of Anjon | 
at the beginning of this War, maintained ſux 
and thirty Thouſand Men out of thoſe Spa- 
ziſþ Provinces he tlien poſſeſſed; To which 
if we add the many Towns ſince taken; which 
were not in the late King of Spaiz's Poſſeſſion 
at the Time of his Death, with all their Ter- 
ritories and Dependencies, it is viſible what 
Forces the States may be. able to keep; even 
without any Charge to their* peculiar Dos 
minions. r ic 

The Towns and Chatellanies of this Bars 
rier always maintained their Garriſons when 


they were in the Hands of France, and, as it is 


reported, returned a oonſiderablè Sum of Mony 
into the King's Coffers; yet the King of Spain 
is obliged by this Treaty (as we have already 
obſerved) to add, over ànd above; a Revenus 
of Four hundred thouſand Crowns a Lear. 
We know likewiſe, that a great part of the 
Revenue of the Spaniſh Netherlands is alteady 
pawned to the States; ſo that after a Peace, 
nothing will be left ta the Sovereign, nor wall 
the People be much eaſed of the Faxes they 
at preſent labour under. W 
Thus the States, by vertue of this Barriers 
Treaty; will, in effect, be abſolute Sovereigns 
of all Handers, and of the whole Revenues in 
the utmoſt Extent.

fake notice of a ſort of Reaſoning offered by 
ſeveral People, that the many Towns we Have

cauſe the whole Revenues of thoſe Towns are 
ſpent in maintaining them. For Firſt, The Fact 
is manifeſtly falſe, particularly as to Life and 
ſome others: Secondly, The States, after a 
Peace, are to have Four hundred thouſand 
Crowns a Year out of the remainder of Han- 
ders, which is then to be left to Spain: And 
laſtly, Suppoſe. all theſe acquired Dominions 
will not bring a Penny into their Treaſury; 
What can be of greater Conſequence, than to 
be able to maintain a mighty Army.:out' of 
their ne Conqueſts, which before they always 
did by taxing their natural Subject? 

How / ſhall we be able to anſwer it to King 
Charles the Third, that'while we pretend to 
endeavour reſtoring him to the entire Monar- 
chy of Spain, we join at the ſame time with 
the Dutch to deprive him of his natural Right 
to the Lom Coantrie- n i 10974 

But ſuppoſe by a Dutch: Barrier muſt now” 
be underitood only what is to be in Poſſeſſion 
of the Srates; yet even under this Acceptation 
of the Word, nothing was 'originally meant 
except a Barrier again{t-Frazce; whereas ſeveral 
Towns demanded by the Dutch in this Treaty, 
can beof nouſe at all in ſuch a Barrier. And this 
is the Sentiment even of Prince Eugene himſelf 
(the preſent Oracle and Idol of the Party here) 
who ſays, That Dendermond, Oftend, and the 
Caſtle of Gand, do in no ſort belong to the Barrier, 
nor can be of other uſe than to make the States-Ges 
neral Maſters 7 the Lon-Countries, and hinder 
their Trade with England. And further, That 


| '(:11)) 
thoſe who! are acquæinted mith the Country know 
very well, that Lier, and Hale to fortifie, can give 
uo Security to the States as 4 Barrier, bat only 
raiſe a Fealouſje in the People, that theſe-Places are 
only fortified in order to block up Bruſſels, and the 
other great 'Towns of Brabant. 
In thoſe Towns of Flanders where the Datch 
are to have Garriſons, but the Eccleſiaſtical 
and Civil Power to remain to the King of Spain 
1trer a Peace; the States have Power to ſend 
Arms, Ammunition and Victuals without pay- 
g Cuitoms; under which Pretence they wall 
engroſs the whole Trade of thoſe Towns, ex- 
cluſive to all other Nations. This, Prince Eu- 
gene likewiſe foreſaw, and, in his Obſervations 
upon this Treaty here annexed, propoſed a 
Remedy for it. Mb 
And if the Dateh {hall pleaſe to think, that 
the whole Spaui/þ Netherlands are not a ſuffi- 
cient Barrier for them, I know no Remedy 
from the Words of this Treaty, but that we 
muſt ſtill go on, and Conquer for them as aß 
as they pleaſe. For the Qu— is obliged, 
whenever a Peace is treated, to procure fon 
them whatever ſhall be thought neceſſary beſides; 
and where their Necefity will terminate, is not 
very eaſie to foreſee. G 
Could any of Her Majeſty's Subjects con- 
ceive, that in the Towns we have taken for 
— Dutch, and given into their Poſſeſſion as a 
arrier, either the States ſhould demand, or 
our Miniſters allow, that the Subjects of Bri- - 
tain ſhould, in reſpect to their Trade, be uſed

worſe in thoſe very Towns, than they were 
under the late King of Spain? Yet this is the 
Fact, as monſtrous as it appears: All Goods 
going to, or coming from Newport or Oſtend, 
are to pay the ſame Duties as thoſe that paſs by 
the Scheld under the Datch Forts; And this, in 
effect, is to ſhut out all other Nations from 
Trading to Flanders. The Enaliſi Merchants 
at Bruges complain, That after they have paid the 
King of Spain's Duty for Goods imported at Oltend, 
the ſame Goods are made liable to further Duties, 
when they are carried from thence into the Towns of 
the Dutch nem Congqueſts; and deſire only the 
fame Privileges of Trade they had before the Death 
of the late King of Spain, Charles II. And in 
_ conſequence of this Treaty, the Dutch have al- 
ready taken off 8 — Cent. from all Goods they 
ſend to the Spaniſh Flanders, but left it ſtill up-

But what is very ſurpriſing; in the very fame 
Article where our good Friends and Aller are 
wholly ſhutting us aut from Trading in thoſe 
Towns we have Conquered for them with fo 
much Blood and Treaſure, the Qu-— is ob- 
liged to procure that the States ſhall be uſed as 
fayourably in their Trade over all the King of 
Spain's Dominions, as Her own Subjects, or 
as the People moſt favoured, This I humbly 
conceive to be perfect Boys Play, Croſs I win, 
and Pile you loſe; or, What's yours is mine, and 
What's miue is my own, Naw if it ſhould ha p- 
n that in a 'Treaty of Peace, ſome Ports or

This prodigious Article is introduced as ſub- 
ſequent to the Treaty of Munſter, made about 
the Year 1648, at a time when Exgland was 
in the utmoſt Confuſion, and very much to 
our Diſadvantage. Thoſe Parts in that Trea- 
ty, ſo unjuſt in themſelves, and ſo prejudicial 
to our Trade, ought in reaſon to have been 
remitted, rather than confirmed upon us for 
the Time to come: But this is Datch Partner- 
ſhip, to ſhare in all our beneficial Bargains, 
and exclude us wholly from theirs, even from 
thoſe which we have got for them. | 
In one Part of The Conduct of the Allies, &c. 
among other Remarks upon this Treaty, I 
make it a Queſtion, whether it were right in 
point of Policy or Prudence to call in a Foreign 
Power to be Guarantee to our Succeſſion; be- 
cauſe by that means we put it out of the Power of 
our own Legiſlature to alter the Succeſſion, how much 
8 the Neceſſity of the Ringdom may require it ? 
To comply with the Cautions of ſome People, 
I explained my Meaning in the following Edi- 
tions.

All Kings, Princes; and States are 1nvited to 
enter into this Treaty, and to be Guarantees 
of its Execution. This Article, though very 
frequent in Treaties, ſeems to look very odly 
in that of the Barrier: Popiſb Princes are here 
invited among others, to become Guarantees 
of our Proteſtant Succeſſion: Every Petty Prince 
in Germany muſt be intreated to preſerve the 
of Great Britain upon Her Throne: The 
King of Spain is invited particularly and by 
Name, to become Guarantee of the Execution 


ofa Treaty, by which his Allies, who pretend 


to fight his Battles, and recover his Domini6ns, 
ſtrip him in effect of all his Ten Provinces : 
A clear Reaſon why they never ſent any Forces 
to Spain, and why the Obligation not to enter 


into a Treaty of Peace with France, till that 


entire Monarchy were yielded as a Prelimi- 
nary, was ſtruck out of the Counter-Project by 
the Dutch. They fought only in Handers, becauſe 
there they only fought for themſelves. King 
Charles muſt needs accept this Invitation very 
kindly, and ſtand by with eur Satisfaction, 
while the Belgick Lion divides the Prey, and 
aſſigns it all to himſelf. I remember there 
was a parcel of Soldiers who robbed a Farmer 
of his Poultry, and then made him wait at 
Table while they devoured his Victuals, with- 
out giving him a Morſel; and upon his Ex-

poſtulating, had only for Anſwer, Why, Sirrah, 
are not we come here to protect jou? And thus 
much for this generous Invitation to all Kings 
and Princes, to lend their Aſſiſtance, and be- 
come Guarantees, out of pure good Nature, 
for ſecuring Handers to the Dutch, 

In the Treaty of Ryſwicł, no care was taken 
to oblige the French King to acknowledge the 
Right of Succeſſion in Her preſent Majeſty; 
for want of which Point being then ſettled, 
France refuſed to Acknowledge Her for Queen 
of Great Britain, after the late King's Death. 
This unaccountable Neglect (if it were a Neg- 
lect) is here called an Omifion, and Care is 
taken to ſupply it in the next General Treat 
of Peace. I mention this occaſionally, becauſe 
I have ſome ſtubborn Doubts within me, whe- 
ther it were a 1 Omiſ/ion or no. Neither 
do I herein reflect in the leaſt upon the Me- 
mory of His late Majeſty, whom I entirely 
acquit of any Imputation upon this Matter. 
But when I recolle& rhe Behaviour, the Lan- 
guage, and the Principles of ſome certain Perſons 
in thoſe Days, and compare them with that 
Omiſfion ; I am tempted to draw ſome Conclu- 
ſions, which a certain Party would be more 
ready to call Falſe and Malicious, than to prove 
them ſo. | 

I muſt here take leave (becauſe it will not 
otherwiſe fall in my way) to ſay a few Words 
in return to a Gentleman, I know not of what 
Chara&er or Calling, who has done me the 
Honour to write Three Diſcourſes againſt that

"Treatiſe of the Condact of the Allies, &c. and 
promiſes, for my Comfort, to conclude all in 
a Fourth. I pity Anſwerers with all my 

Heart, for the many Diſadvantages they lie 
under. My Book did a World of Miſchief (as 
he calls it) before his Firſt Part could poſſibly 

come out; and ſo went on through the King- 
dom, while his limped ſlowly after, and if it 
arrived at all, it was too late; for Peoples Opi- 
nions were already fixed. His manner of an- 
ſwering me is thus: Of thoſe Facts which he 
he pretends' to examine, ſome he. reſolutely 
denies, others he endeavours to extenuate, and 
the reſt he diſtorts with ſuch unnatural Turns, 

, that I would engage, by the ſame Method, to 
diſprove any Hiſtory, either Ancient or Mo- 
dern. Then the whole is Interlarded with a 

thouſand injurious Epithets and Appella- 
tions, Which heavy Writers are forced to 
make uſe of, as a ſupply for that want of Spirit 
and Genius they are not born to: Yet, after 
all, he allows a very great Point for which I 
contend, confeſſing in plain Words, that the 
Burthen of the War has chiefly lain upon Us; 
and thinks it ſufficient for the Datch, that, next 
to England, they have born the greateſt Share. 
And is not this the great Grievance of which 
the whole Kingdom complains ? J am inclined 
to think that my Intelligence was at leaſt as 
ood as his; and ſome ot it, I can aſſure him, 
came from Perſons of his own Party, though 
perhaps not altogether ſo inflamed. Hitherto 

therefore, the Matter is pretty equal, and 110 
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World may believe Him or Me, as they pleaſe. 
But, I think, the great Point of Controverſie 
between us, is, whether the Effects and Con- 
ſequences of Things follow better from His 
Premiſes or mine : And there I will not be 
ſatisfied; unleſs he will allow the whole Ad- 
vantage to be on my fide. Here is a flouriſh» 
ing Kingdom brought to the Brink of Ruin, by 
a moſt Succeſsful and Glorious War of Ten Years, 
under an Able, Diligent, Loyal Miniſtxy; a mo 
Faithful, Juſt, and Generous Commander; and in 
Conjunction with the moſt Hearty, Reaſon- 
able, and Sincere Allies: This is the Cale, as 
that Author repreſents it, I have heard a 
Story, I-think it was of the Duke of — 
who playing at Hazard at the Groom- Porters 
in much Company, held in a great many 
Hands together, and drew a huge Heap of 
Gold; but, in the heat of Play, never obſerved 
a Sharper, who came once or twice under his 
Arm, and ſwept a great deal of it into his 
Hat : The Company thought it had been one 
of his Servants : When the Duke's Hand was 
out, they were talking how much he had won: 
Yes, ſaid he, I held in very long; yet, me- 
thinks, I have won but very little: They told 
him, his SzxvanT had got the reſt in his 
Hat; and then he found he was cheated. 

It hath been my good Fortune to ſee the moſt 
important Facts that I have advanced, juſtify d 


by the Publick Voice; which let this Author 


do what he can, will incline the World to he- 
heve, that I may be right in the reſt: And I 
| Can folemnly 
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ſolemaly declare, that I have not wilfully 
committed the leaſt Miſtake. I ſtopt the Se- 
cond Edition, and made all poſſible Enquiries 
among thoſe who I thought could belt inform 
me, in order to correct any Error I could hear 
of: I did the ſame to the Third and Fourth 
Editions, and then left the Printer to his li- 
berty. This I take for a more effectual An- 
{wer to all Cavils, than an hundred Pages of 
Controverſy. 

But what diſguſts me from having any 
thing to do with this Race of Anſwer-jobbers, 
is, that they have no fort of Conſcience in 
their Dealings: To give one Inſtance in this 
Gentleman's Third Part, which I have been 
lately looking into.

neral; and that we Her Majeſty's Subjects 
may be made liable to ſuch Duties and Impo- 
fitions on Trade, as the ſaid States-General {hal 
think fit to Impoſe on us: We humbly hope and 
concetve, That it is Her Majeſty's Intention 
and Deſign that the Trade of Her Dominions 
and Subjects, which is carried on with theſe 
new Conqueſts, may be on an equal Foot with 
that of the Subjects and Dominions of the 
States-General, and not be liable to any new

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therlands, to the ſa id new Conqueſts, as to our 
great Surprize is exacted from us on the 
following Goods, viz. Butter, Tallow, Sal- 
mon, Hides, Beef, and all other Product of 
Her Majeſty's Dominions, which we import 
at Offend, and there pay the Duty of Entry 
to the King of Spain, and conſequently ought 
not to be liable to any new Duty, when they

coſes, Boratten, and many other Goods, &c. 


The chief Things to be demanded of France 
are, To be exempted from Tonnage, to have 
a Liberty of Importing Herrings and all other 
Fiſh to Trance, on the fame Terms as the Dutch 
do, and as was agreed by them at the Treaty 
of Commerce immediately after the Treaty of 
Peace at Ryſwick., The enlarging Her Ma- 
felty's Plantations in America, c&c. is natu-
